Regarding claim 1, the Applicant asserts that the Examiner simply reads out the word "spatial" and transforming spatial defects into 
simply "defect" and an effort to simply read "spatial" out of "spatial defects" fails to provide a proper claim construction. In response, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees with the Applicant. The Examiner has fully considered the phrase "spatial defects" and has not read out 
any word from that phrase (see the Office Action mailed 6/24/2005). The "spatial defects" is given its broadest reasonable interpretation. 
It is clear that each pixel is inherently a spatial element with respect to its corresponding image sensor. Thus, defective pixels are spatial 
defects with respect to the corresponding image sensor. In view of the above and in the Office Action mailed 6/24/2005, the phrase 
"spatial defects" are properly and reasonably interpreted as defective pixels in the image sensor. 
Regarding claim 15, this claim has been amended and will be rejected as previously was. 
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
